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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record shows a technique for calibrating a monitor using a test patch area and a 
grating area (Winter - U.S. Patent No. 5,381 ,349). However, no prior art of record 
discloses using an image input device to image a test pattern outputted on an output 
device including a test patch and a grating area, and then using the image to adjust an 
intensity level of the dynamic test patch are to match an average intensity level of said 
grating area.
